I. 'That he has been o cltizen of the
United States at loast onp month, This
will eut off all porsons who were nafra-
lized nfter the 8d day of October in the
present year.

II. Thut be has resided in the State
one year, or if formorly 8 resident and
removed therefrom, shall have returned
slx month preeeeding the election, This
I8 the same provision that prevalled in
the Old Constitution,

IIL  That he has resided in the aleo
tion distriet where be offers to vote at
least two months immediately before the
eleetlon.

IV. Thathe has, within two years
and at least a month before the eleotion,
paid » State or Colnty tax assessed at
lenst two months prior to the election,
Herotofore taxes could be pald up to
and on the day of election,

In the}United States Olrouit Court at
Philadelphla, on Oet. 15, In & sult
brought by the drawee of & check for
$100 which had been raised to §2,100 by
the drawer, to recover from tha bank
